Claiming the Greater Boston 
Corporation “misrepresented” a 
five percent access fee to 
Wilmington cable subscribers, 
members of the board of selectmen 
and the Cable TV Advisory Task 
Force met Monday night to try to 

some of the damage. 

FSelectmen chairman Rocco 
DePasquale submitted a public 
letter of explanation to this paper 
after taking Greater Boston's 
general manager to task for being 
so “shabby” in his handling of the 
matter. 

Task force chairman Anthony 
Carnabucci said after the meeting 
his group will try to fight Greater 
Boston and remove the five percent 
charge because part of the normal 
operating costs should not be 
itemized on a bill. He added they 


Shriners’ gravel permit denied

Wilmington selectmen Monday 
night unanimously denied an earth 
removal permit to expand parking 
facilities at the Aleppo Temple 
Shrine following months of 
discussion with disgruntled neigh- 
bors and representatives of the 
Shriner's organization. The request 
was denied because selectmen felt 
there was "a very evident violation" 
of town bylaws and the Shriners 
had not changed the scope of the 
project as requested at a previous 
meeting. 

Board chairman Rocco DePas- 
quale told several representatives 
though they feel the Shriners are a 
"credit to the community" and 
selectmen want to be cooperative, 
they were disappointed because 
“tonight you have not made any 
concessions whatsoever.” 

At their last meeting with General 

Manager William Manchester, 
selectmen asked that he come back 
with a modified parking lot plan to 
address complaints of neighbors, 
eliminate an on site crushing 
operation, and reduce time needed 
to complete the project. 
Instead, Manchester came back 
with the same plan because it was 
felt ul was the least costly 
proposal. 

“It stands to reason that sort of 
operation is going to cost a lot of 
money,” argued neighborhood 
spokesman Bob Cronin. He added 
that it was unfair to pass the cost of 


the operation on to abutters in the 
form of noise, dust, aggravation, 
and damage to their property. 
Cronin also pointed out the 
operation violated inhabitant 
bylaws because it was “detrimental” 
to adjacent property. 

Selectmen, too, felt the whole 
operation, including the gravel 
crushing process deemed a 
violation of the zoning bylaws, was 
a hardship on abutters and left 
many uni questions. 

Both Manchester and Shriner 
attorney Julian D'Augustine de- 
fended their view and offered 
several compromises. 

Manchester said the contractor 
suggested using a different type 
charge in blasting to reduce 
“disturbance to abutter's homes” 
and moving equipment into a more 
biffered zone to cut down on noise. 
He pointed out it would be hard to 
finish the project under three years 
because :"we are working under the 
hardship of limited operations.” 

D'Augustine questioned whether 
the Shriners were running a 
crushing operation at all because, 
by definition, such an operation 
includes hauling materials on site, 
processing those materials, and 
selling them to screening plants. 
This, he maintained, was not the 
case. 

"This operation is not a violation 
of the bylaw--it’s a fine line,” he 
contended.

Daniel Ristuccia will meet with 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
Tuesday, February 24 on his 
application for a special permit for 
the Ristuccia Exposition Center (ice 
rink). The permit would allow the 
building and site to be used for such 
extras as antique car shows, trade 
shows, exhibitions, sports clinics, 
hockey camps, and training 
seminars. The board of appeals 
meets at 7 p,m. at the Town Hall. 

At present, the gleaming new 
facility is home to local hokey and 
skating groups as well as the Boston 
Bruins, who recently signed a five 
year contract to use the rink as a 
training center. Reportedly, all ice 
rental proceeds above operating 
costs are being donated to the 
Ristuccia Foundation, a non-profit 
organization founded in honor of 
Ben Ristuccia's late wife, Elinor. 
The staff of the foundation offers 
professional counseling and help to 
cancer victims and their families.

Carnabucci told selectmen the 
contract specifically states the 
money for the access corporation is 
to come out of normal gross 
revenues. He pointed out, however, 
because the corporation is dere- 
gulated, the company has a right to 
set rates and the town has no rights 
in that instance at all. 

“It was not our intention to do it 
the way it was done,” Camabucci 
said, adding “we're all upset, 
needless to say.” 

"They're putting a damper on the 
access corporation right from the 
start,” said an angry Pat Hoffman, 
who, as a task force member, 
received his share of complaints 
from Wilmington subscribers ever 
since the bill came out. 

"What they did was very 
unprofessional, but legal,” stressed 
selectman Jim Stewart. Many 
present were of the opinion the 
cable company was not to be 
trusted.

Options presented 
for traffic signal

John May of Green Intemational 
presented several proposals for 
placement of a traffic signal at the 
Rt. 38-129 intersection and for 
traffic. flow options in front of 
Wilmington Plaza at Monday's 
selectmen meeting. The options 
were studied with an eye to 
addressing traffic congestion on 
Main Street and "the tremendous 
volume of traffic" turning onto the 
Fred F. Cain Bridge. 

The plan May favored was 
placing the light at the intersection 
and keeping all existing access ways 
and curb lines as is. A second plan 
to relocate the entranceway ta the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center was 
not looked on as viable because it 
would involve the taking’ of 
property by McNamara Tire. 

May next presented two plans to 
redesign Main Street to aid in 
traffic flow. The first plan he felt 
would be a good temporary 
measure. This plan would create a 
three lane road with two driving 
lanes and a turing lane. The 
second plan was looked on as "the 


best (long range) solution.” This 
plan would create a four lane road 
but would involve land takings, 

In explaining his time frame to 
install the traffic signal, May said 
the design could be completed by 
mid April and the construction 
completed and lights in operation 
by next Thanksgiving. This, he 
stressed, was an optimistic outlook. 
He anticipates submitting the plan

Water board seeks 
Aquifer zoning 


The cranberry bog off Shawsheen 
Avenue, through which flows 
Lubbers Brook, is not the oldest in 
Wilmington. As a guess the writer 
would say it was made about 1895, 
give or take a dozen years. 

Tt most certainly does not show on 
maps the writer possesses which 
were made for 1876, 

But, for many years, it was a 
source of wealth for its owners 

In the 1920's and perhaps earlier, 
it was owned by the Lowell 
Cranberry Company. Ten acres in 
area, it would produce $10,000 in 
revenue by the sale of cranberries 
every year. Many people in Wil- 
mington would like to have seen 
that much money in a year, at that 
time, 

Today things are different. No 
longer are cranberries picked even 
for private consumption. There are 
a lot of berries, but no one wants to 
pick them. 

Homes have been built near the 
bog and more are planned. 
Developer Jay Tighe recently 
bought the cranberry bog and some 
nearby property. 

On February 5S about 23 
neighbors descended on the water 
and sewer commissioners at their 
weekly meeting. What are those 
commissioners doing to protect the 
water supply at the nearby well? 

It was quite a session, one that 
lasted nearly an hour. Commis- 
sioner Arthur Smith did a lot of 
talking for the commissioners. 

Yes, the town meeting had voted 


the sum of $100,000 for the 
purchase of the cranberry bog. No, 
the commissioners did not intend to 
take that cranberry bog by eminent 
domain. If they use eminent domain 
the cost would be set by the courts 
and there is no telling what a 
Middlesex County jury will do. 

‘There cannot be any houses built 
‘on the 10 acre tract. All the owner 
can do is to keep on paying taxes. 
Someday he will get tired and want 
to sell, 

Remember, that cranberry bog is 
sitting on 10 to 20 feet of peat. How 
do the commissioners know? They 
have drilled holes into the ground, 
where they own the property, and 
the peat is deep. 

Protect the water supply at the 
nearby well? 

The commissioners are having a 
problem with that water. The well 
has been shut down now for five 
years. 

The commissioners are building a 
water purification station in North 
Wilmington which is going to cost 
five to six million dollars. When 
that is done, it may be possible to 
build one near Lubbers Brook -- 
maybe 10 years from now. 

The commissioners are not 
worrying about that cranberry bog. 
They are more interested in getting 
a type of zoning that will protect 
the water supplies in Wilmington. 
They want an "Aquifer Zoning” to 
prevent pollution of the water, in 
the underground water supplies of 
Wilmington, 


Probation for 
sewer contractor 


A Billerica contractor who 
operates a septic pumping service 
appeared before the Wilmington 
Water & Sewer Commissioners 
February 5. He was charged with 
misapplication of the permits he 
had been given, to use the town 
septic station, near the Town Park, 
on Main Street. 

‘The charges were preferred by 
Paul Duggan, superintendent. 

The commissioners regarded the 
matter very seriously. Vincent 
McDonald will be allowed to 
continue a sewer cleaning service in 
Wilmington, but will have only a 
probationary license for the next

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Andover sewer connection 
for North Wilmington homes? 


Wilmington residents at the 
northern end of Andover Street 
may possibly get a sewer service 
into Andover. The service might 
start as early as next summer. 

The proposal came from 
Houssam H. Sleiman, an engineer 
for the consulting firm of Allen, 
Demurjian, Major & Nitsch at a 
meeting of the Wilmington Water 
& Sewer Commissioners, on 
February 5. The firm has been 
retained to plan for-a housing 
project off Andover Street, 
opposite the Sciarappa residence. 

‘Approximately 124 housing units 
are being planned, the water 
commissioners were told. The units 
will be either town houses or 
condominiums. The firm which is 
making the proposal was identified 
as the Danco Development 
Company. 

Sleiman discussed briefly a 
possible sewer to connect with the 
Ballardvale Street sewer, using the 
right of way off Route 125. That, 
he was told, was impossible. The 
Ballardvale sewer is already 
committed to 100 percent capacity. 

The possibility of a sewer via 
Woburn Street was not discussed, 


other than to say it would be too 
expensive. 

Sleiman proposed constructing a 
force main alongside Andover 
Street, to Andover. He had, he 
said, talked about it with the 
Andover Town Manager. He was 
proposing an eight inch sewer main 
to a point in Andover where there 
is a 24 inch main. 

The force main would be about 
one mile long, he said. The 
‘Andover Town Manager, accord- 
ing to Sleiman, didn't see any 
problem, 

He was told that before he could 
get an answer there would be 
several things to do. The first of 
those was to prepare a plan for the 
town's consulting engineer, 
Spofford & Thorndike. 

Arthur Smith told him that the 
town was proposing a 12 inch water 
main, to a future standpipe, in the 
hills westerly of Andover Sueet 
This and other items would have to 
be considered before the 
Wilmington commissioners would 
approve any proposal 

Slieman told the commissioners 
he would have the map ready by 
Monday (Feb. 9).

A person filing an individual retum with an adjusted gross income of 
less than $25,000, and a couple filing a joint return with an adjusted gross 
income of less than $40,000, can continue to make deductible IRA 
contributions. Deductibility will then phase out for individuals with 
incomes between $25,000 and $35,000, and for couples with incomes 
between $40,000 and $50,000. For example, a: marred worker with an 
adjusted gross of $45,000, making an IRA contribution of $2,000, will be 
able to deduct only $1,000 instead of the full $2,000. 

In all cases, the tax-deferred status of IRA investment appreciation 
remains. Those who are not permitted by the rules to make deductible 
contributions will still be permitted after-tax contributions to take 
advantage of the IRA's internal tax-deferred appreciation.

‘The following issue is not possible to discuss without the 
greatest amount of controversy. The reasons for this are 
simple. Sex is not chit-chat talk. And the use of 
contraceptives, specifically by minors, is not likely to 
create any universal, united opinions. However, the fact of 
the matter is that there is a growing movement in this 
country to increase the availability of contraceptives, 
specifically condoms, to young people; so that they may 
engage in sexual activity without health risks.

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Dear Larz: 

I am writing regarding a recent 
letter sent to Wilmington cable 
television subscribers from the 
local cable operator, Greater 
Boston Cable Corporation. The 
letter informs subscribers that a 
“local access funding charge” will 
be added to all subscriber bills, 
effective March 1987. Unfortu- 
nately, the Greater Boston letter is 
misleading and needs to be 
clarified. 

A recent federal law, the CAble 
Communications Policy Act of 
1984, allows communities to 
receive five percent of a cable 
operator's gross annual revenues as 
one of the conditions of receiving a 
franchise to construct and operat 
cable system. Under federal law, a 
community can use that money for 
any purpose it deems appropriate. 
The five percent is commonly 
known as a franchise fee and is 
considered by Congress to be an 
equitable amount for operators to 
pay for the crucial use of municipal 
Streets and byways. Indeed, 
thousands of American communi- 
ties receive such a franchise fee. 

During last year's renewal 
negotiations, the Town requested 
that Greater Boston pay the Town 
the five percent franchise fee, in 
order that the Town could set up a 
non-profit access corporation to 
produce local programming for the 
Wilmington community. The 
Town's Cable T.V. Task Force felt 
that a local group, funded by the 
operator, would do a far superior 
job than the operator in covering 
local events and producing pro- 
gramming by and for Wilmington 
residents: Programming such as 
school sports and other educational 
events; Town government events 
such as selectmen's meetings and 
town meetings; local news; and a 
variety of different programs 
produced by and for Wilmington 
citizens, The Task Force felt that 
Greater Boston was doing almost 
no local programming concerning 
Wilmington. 

Greater Boston has agreed to 
make available three (3) channels 
for “access” use: one each for 
public, educational and govern- 
mental use. In addition, the opera- 
tor will provide funding for the 
purchase of equipment and related 
facilities for a local access studio. 

‘A score of other Massachusetts 
communities, including Amherst, 
Boston, Cambridge, Canton, 
Sharon and Somerville, are 
engaged in similar programming, 
with highly favorable results. 
Wilmington is the first of Greater 
Boston Cable Corporation's area 
towns to negotiate for and receive 
the five percent franchise fee for 
local programming. Burlington is 
in the process of setting up its own 
non-profit corporation, while 
Billerica will start to do so soon. 
Many other Massachusetts commu- 
nities currently renewing 
franchises are also requiring the 
five percent franchise fee to 
‘support local programming. 

While the five percent franchise 
fee is being paid pursuant to federal 
Jaw, Greater Boston does have the 
right to list that fee on subscriber 
bills. However, note that the 
equipment grants to the Town are 
not paid by subscribers. Greater 
Boston, unfortunately, somewhat 
misrepresented the conditions 
under which the franchise fee is 
being paid. 

Congress explicitly allows for the 
five percent payment; it was not the 
Town of Wilmington that came up 
with the idea, Part of the 
Congressional reasoning behind the 
five percent was that cable 
operators, in virtually all American 
communities, operate as de facto 
monopolies and as an unregulated 
industry. Congress felt that the 


community should get something 
back in retum for bestowing this 
very valuable license. It should also 
be noted that existing statutory 
payments to the Town and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
are also deducted from the five 
percent franchise fee. Therefore, 
based on Greater Boston's own 
projections, the monies going to the 
non-profit programming corpora- 
tion will be less than five percent. 

The Board of Selectmen is very 
excited about this new community 
resource. In a time of increasing 
awareness, and value, in 
communications entities, the Town 
and its residents will now have its 
own cablecasting service, devoted 
exclusively to programming by and 
for Wilmington residents. This will 
be a resource that will become a 
permanent Town entity, enriching 
the community without increasing 
the tax base. 

While cable bills will increase 
nominally, the Selectmen believe 
that residents will benefit in a 
variety of ways for many years to 
come. The non-profit corporation 
is in the planning stages at present, 
and residents are asked to volunteer 
for positions on the Board of 
Directors. The access corporation 
will also be encouraging all 
residents to become actively 
involved in the local programming 
process. In the meantime, the Town 
will be glad to send out further 
information on the non-profit 
access corporation to any interested 
residents.

‘Throughout the United States bus 
mishaps and accidents are reported 
daily in the newspapers, 

Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, along with many other 
schools throughout the nation, is 
focusing on this problem. During 
February of 1986, bus safety rules 
were published in the course 
selection material issued to all 
students. They are simple rules but 
important to student safety. 

1. Do not arrive at your bus stop 
earlier than five minutes before the 
time your bus is scheduled to 
arrive. 

2. Do not have younger children 
who do not attend school accom- 
pany you to the bus stop. 

3. Do not carry on in the 
roadway. 

4, Assist younger students who 
are crossing the street and be 
cautions yourself when crossing. 

5. Do not push, chase or shove 
other students. In other words, no 
horseplay. 

6. Avoid trespassing on private 
property. Respect the rights of 
others. 

During the summer of 1986, an 
instruction sheet entitled "Trans- 
portation Policy” was mailed home 
along with student schedules. The 
Purpose of this sheet was to inform 
parents and students how to prevent 
bus mishaps and insure safety. 
Other schools in their own way are 
attempting to communicate with the 
home. 


During the first week of classes in 
September at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School, we reviewed material 
conceming bus safety and appro-

priate behavior while riding or 
disembarking from the bus. 

During the month of October, 
students at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School were given instruc- 
tions on how to evacuate a bus 
safely. As each morning bus pulled 
to a stop, a teacher was assigned to 

truct students on the proper 
disembarking technique. Students 
were placed on either side of the 
bus door entrance and assisted 
other students as they evacuated to 
safety from the bus. 

In December, Tewksbury 
Memorial High School students 
were advised among other things to 
keep their hands, heads and arms 
within the bus and not to throw 
items of any kind out of the bus 
windows. Some other instructions 
given to the students were as 
follows: 

1. Upon boarding the bus in the 
morning, remain on the bus until its 
arrival at school. 

2. Listen carefully and obey any 
directions issued by the bus driver. 

3. Do not leave your seat until the 
bus has come to a complete stop and 
the driver has opened the door. 

4. Leave the bus quickly and do 
not push or shove any students 
exiting the bus. If you must cross 
the street be sure to walk in front of 
the bus and never walk in back of 
the bus keeping a distance of 12 feet 
away from the bus. 

In the months to come another 
bus evacuation safety drill will take 
place to insure that students do 
understand the proper procedure to 
evacuate a bus that may be on fire 
or in imminent danger of a fire. 
Further, these evacuations and/or 
emergency procedures must be 
carried out in case of mechanical 
failure or human failure. 

Parents, students, teachers and 
administrators should review basic 
school bus riding rules. If we all do 
so, we may have a tremendous 
impact in decreasing the number of 
accidents which injure students.

Dear Larz, 

During most of the late afternoon 
through the evening news this last 
Sunday, regularly scheduled 
television programming was 
interrupted to warn the viewers of 
an impending blizzard due to 
inundate the area with amounts of 
snow that would rival winters of 
old. 

The weathermen showed us on 
their multi colored charts just 
where the storm would go. They 
showed us that in Wilmington we 
would be getting more than a foot 
of the white stuff. They showed us 
the closely grouped isobars which 
surely meant that we would 
experience winds in excess of SO 
miles per hour, and that with the 
snow falling at such a heavy rate, 
we would not even be able to see 
our outstretched hands in front of 
our faces. 

Across our tv screens came 
veritable shopping lists of things 
that we should make sure we had in 
order to last through this 
impending disaster. Batteries, milk, 
bread, candles, and the rest of that 
ilk. Lines in supermarkets on a 
quiet Sunday afternoon rivaled the 
lengths of lines usually seen on pay 
day. Trying to get a half gallon of 
milk was as bad as fighting the 
crowds at clearance day sales in 
local department stores. Residents 
were out widening driveways, 


shoveling off their roofs, and 
securing everything that could be 
‘blown away in the near hurricane 
winds that were expected. 

Bookshelves were being searched 
and copies of Whittier’s "Snow- 
bound" were being dusted off to be 
read when the electricity finally 
was lost because of the falling 
branches that couldn't possibly 
resist the onslaught. 

On the late news Sunday, there 
started to appear cancellations for 
Monday. Surely the sky would 
fall--people were already deciding 
that they would not be going to 
work on Monday for fear they 
would be stranded on Route 128 or 
Route 93, huddled in their cars 
waiting for the National Guard that 
would be bringing blankets and hot 
coffee during rescue forays. 
Children were bypassing home- 
work assignments in favor of 
watching the NBA All Star game, 
or going outside to look at things 
that they certainly wouldn't see 
again until the snow melted in July. 

At 11 o'clock, the newscasts were 
intently watched, and probably 
there were many remote control 
devices burned out, and many 
marriages stretched to the breaking 
point as news highlights were 
bypassed just to get the latest data 
‘on the weather, Flick to four, flick 
to five, flick to seven, flick, flick, 
flick. All three stations started to 
hedge around 11:30, but still the 
potential was there just a couple of 
miles in this direction or a couple 
of miles in that direction, You 
could almost see the sweat rolling 
down the faces of the weathermen, 
their mouths foaming in excite- 
ment. From various locations 
workers were shown getting their 
heavy equipment ready, re-welding 
plow connections, loading up with 
sand and salt. 

State police were interviewed and 
asked what advice they would give 
people who, in the case of 
emergency, would just have to 
brave the elements and drive. 
Elderly citizens were becoming 
apprehensive, calling relatives to 
make sure that they would get help 
when they became snowbound. 
Everyone went to bed with 
expectations, and slept lightly, 
some occasionally getting up 
during the night to look out the 
window to see how much snow had 
fallen since the last time they 
awoke, children kept getting up to 
get glasses of water, they couldn't 
sleep either. 

People arose Monday morning to 
find that the storm had fizzled, 
another false alarm, and the sky 
really didn't fall. 

While it is true that the media has 
responsibilities to the public; in the 
instance of weather forecasting, 
even though there have been 
significant advances in compu- 
terized data, sophisticated satellites 
to monitor the progress of storms, 
and volumes of historical data to 
use in computer models. the art 
(not science) of meteorology has 
not become too much more 
accurate than the Old Farmer's 
Almanac was 100 years ago. 

Television media overkill with 
the rush to be the first with the 
story, must be tempered to avoid 
public panic. Weather forecasts 
should have a disclaimer running 
across the bottom of the screen 
noting that the opinions of the 
meteorologist are advisories, and 
are not to be considered as fact until 
after the storm is over. I wonder if 
the media has ever heard the story 
of the little boy who cried wolf?

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A report on the Reading Light case 


Atleast stx weeks will pass before 
the suit of the Wilmington 
Chamber ‘of Commerce before the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities (DPU) will be heard. So 
Nicki Johnson, past president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, told the 
members last Saturday evening at 
the annual dinner dance. 

Mrs. Johnson is the chairman of 
the Chamber committee which is 
suing the Reading Municipal Light 
Department, The problem began in 
January 1983 when, she reported, 
the “electric bills of many of us 
rose astronomically with no 
warning.” 

Four years and $40,000 later, the 
Chamber's lawyers have completed 
"a very fine case” which was taken 
under advisement by the DPU last 
September, The lawyers are the 
firm of Bernstein and Smick, of 
BoSton, 

Johnson told her audience that she 
had hoped to report a decision that 
evening (Saturday). Phone calls and 
letters from Chamber members and 
town officials have brought 
responses such as "The hearing 
officer was ill for two months, 
which caused a long, inavoidable 
delay" - and "We have a tremen- 
dous workload and are constantly 
understaffed." . 

The General Counsel of the DPU 
told her “last Thursday" that it 
would be at least six weeks before 
there could be a decision. 

The DPU, Johnson said, "does 
have a large case load.” Many of 
the other cases involve citizens 
from other towns, such as Hull and 
Groton. The light departments of 
those towns are a part of the 
consortium of MMWEC (Massa- 
chusetts Municipal Wholesale 
Electric Companies) which are 
carrenuly in the Seabrook (N.H.) 


nuclear utility case. 

These are of a different nature 
shan ours, she said. If there should 
be a favorable decision it could help 
all the 28 towns who are a part of 
the MMWEC consortium, and, in 
the long run, “it could help 
Wilmington.” 

“In the meantime, our work is not 
done, and we cannot afford to sit 
back and wait for their decision.” 

Last year, she told her audience, 
the voters of Wilmington voted 
$15,000, to pay consultants to take 
an initial look at the practicality "of 
Wilmington forming its own light 
department.” 

Our town manager, she report- 
ed, “feels the figures look good.” 
There will be an article in the town 
meeting warrant, this year, which 
will ask to fund an intensive 
investigation into the cost of buying 
the facilities of Reading Light, in 
Wilmington. 

“If it is deemed affordable,

lawyers will be hired to petition the 
legislature to allow us to form our 
own light department.” 

“Suill," she said, “the department 
commissioners in Reading, in their 
arrogance, do not believe we are 
serious. They believe it to be a 
political ploy, which will fragment 
and disappear. TRey are still 
treating us with the same contempt 
they have exhibited for many 
years.” 

She quoted State Representative 
Geoffrey Beckwith, who represents 
Wilmington's third precinct and the 
town of Reading, in the legislature, 
"They are treating Wilmington 
officials like kids who are trying to 
run away.” Beckwith, she 
tried to convince the 
commissioners to meet 
negotiate with Wilmington. The 
commissioners’ attitude is” "well, 
let them-- they won't get far.”

Town studying health plans

Wilmington selectmen explored a 
second option to the Master 
Medical health plan written into 
town employees’ contracts at their 
meeting Monday night. 

Vincent Capozzi of the Harvard 
Health Plan explained the 
advantages of Harvard's Health 
Maintenance Organization (HMO), 
saying the plan provides "high 
quality health care at reasonable 
cost.” 

Highlights of the plan include 
affiliation with Harvard teaching 
hospitals, supervised no cost child 
care at health center facilities, high 
quality doctors, a 24 hour a day 
hotline for emergencies, and very 
little administrative work for the 
town. 

The Harvard HMO is the largest 
in Massachusetts and the first 
federally qualified HMO in New 
England, Capozzi said. The plan, 
too, was recently adopted by such 
municipalities as Lawrence, 
Beverly, and Swampscott. 

Selelctmen said they would 
review the plan in depth and agreed 


with Jim Stewart that it wouldn't 
cost the town anything to offer 
employees another option as well as 
“every benefit we can." 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said he would bring the plan before 
the employees labor unions so they 
may make a decision.

Wetlands hearing delayed 
by ground cover of snow

The Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission last week voted to hold 
off on any action on a wetlands 
request made by Commissioner 
Cosmo DiBiase. 

The reason for the delay, 
according to one of the commission 
members, is the difficulty in 
making a wetlands determination 
while the ground is covered with 
snow. 

The,, Conservation Commission 
must hold a publi¢ hearing any time, 
construction is proposed within 100 
feet of a "vegetative wetlands area.” 
Commission approval is required 
before any work may begin, 

However, the boundary of a 
wetlands area is usually made by 
studying the plant species present. 
With snow covering the ground, it 
is difficult to determine what types 
of plants are present. 

The proposal, which sought 
permission to build a number of 
new garages on land adjacent to 
Highland View Road, was 
presented by Land Surveyor 


Robert Morris, in behalf of Cosmo 
DiBuase -- the owner of the land 
and a member of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Commissioner DiBiase stepped 
down from the board during 
discussion on the project. 

Arguing the case with Morris was 
Mike Marcus, a botanist wath New 
England Environmental

ation in the snow is difficult and 
more time-consuming,” Marcus 
said, but declard that the wetlands 
boundary would probably be 
"more conservative” than if the 
determination had been made on 
open ground. 

The Conservation Commission 
was apparently not convinced

One step-mother's story

As a stepmother, Becky 
Robichaud couldn't be farther from 
the universally held image of the 
wicked stepmother conjured up in 
Cinderella. She is blond, pleasant, 
pulled together, and proof that 
there is indeed life after divorce 
and remarriage. Though she now 
gives the impression of being able 
to cope, it wasn't always that way. 

Since her second marriage four 
years ago; Becky has searched for 
ways to make a comfortable home 
for stepsons Michael (17) and 
Jamey (14) and her own son Steve 
Pasquale (16). She also sought help 
in dealing, not only with her 
divorce from first husband Steve, 
bat with the new relationship she 
took on when she married second 
husband Tom. 

“I think it's a lot more work the 
second time around," Becky 
explains, She goes on to tell you she 
spent one year in counseling 
sessions at New England Memorial 
because she felt her world was 
falling apart and she needed to 
know if her feelings were normal. 
She also searched for answers in 
reading material and looked for 
someone to talk to as she established 
a relationship with Tom. Event- 
ually, she found Stepfamily 
Associates and got the reinforce- 
ment she needed. She still takes 
advantage of the stepmother’s 
workshops in North Andover 
because "it's comfortable enough 
that you can actually shed tears." 

Following her separation, Becky 
established a home in Somerville 
with her son and gave him much 
needed attention through camping, 
fishing, bowling, and horseback 
tiding activities. She also worked 
fulltime as a manager at 
McDonalds. 


Her life changed when a mutual 
babysitter introduced her to Tom. 

"Tom was a real homebody and 
very much into his kids," explains 
Becky. He was in a similar situation 
as he was divorced from wife 
Barbara and raising two sons in 
Wilmington. Eventually, Becky 
says, "I gave up my apartment, my 
car, my job - everything” to move 
in with Tom. 

Their subsequent marriage cere- 
mony, Becky recalls, was "a real 
family wedding.” She tells of 
buying presents for each boy and 
including them so they would feel a 
part of this big step in her life. She 
also stresses that from the 
beginning she never tried to be a 
replacement for Barbara. "I'm 
more like their (stepsons’) friend 
and I'm very comfortable with 
that.” 

What kind of adjustments did she 
face in her new role? 

Right away, they had to decide on 
terminology and resolve legal 
questions. Though Steve decided to 
keep his father’s last name in order 
to avoid hurting him, the easy 
going young man started to call 
Tom "dad." Tom's sons, mean- 
while, started calling Becky by her 
given name which, she says, is fine 


with her. When people 
unthinkingly asked which boys 
were "really" hers, Becky 


answered that “they're all my kids.” 
There was also some legalities 
which needed to be straightened 
out, like who should sign school 
papers and hospital blood tests. 
Becky, too, had to find out just 
what her new role was in this 
admittedly “unknown territory.” 
“In the beginning I kind of tiptoed 
in. | made sure baths were taken, 
clothes were changed, and proper 
meals were eaten.” Becky tried to 
catch up on her stepsons' lives and 


soon discovered she had a lot of 
catching up to do. She also 
maintained an open relationship 
with Tom's ex-wife because 
Michael and Jamey “are two kids I 
love and I wouldn't hurt them for 
the world.” 

As she eased into her role, Becky 
encouraged all three boys to do 
their best in school. She urged 
Michael, a senior, to apply for 
college. She feels strongly that any 
problems she has today are typical 
teenage problems and not derived 
from being part of a stepfamily. 

One of her main hurdles was and 
still is resolving some ambivalent 
feelings that crop up from time to 
time. For instance, she wasn't too 
happy when Michael wrecked her 
car but, she rationalized, she 
wouldn't have been happy if anyone 
had done the same thing. When she 
looks ahead to Michael's graduation 
this year, she wonders if his mother 
“will walk in and take all of the 
frosting.” 

‘There are days when she wonders 
what it’s like to "walk in my kid's 
shoes” as she herself had a secure 
childhood. And there are those days 
when she feels under appreciated 
and used and, at the same time, 
wonders if she’s being fair to all 
three sons or expecting too much 
from them. 

Life today has progressed to a 
point where Becky can honestly say 
"I'm real happy. I've got a dream 
come true with what I have. I have 
my own car, house, horse, money, 
and I can come and go as I please.” 
Then, thoughtfully, she adds 
something which seems to sum it all 
up. 

"Sure, the problems are 
multiplied taking on other kids. 
But, no doubt about it, the 
happiness is multiplied too.” 


Group offers support for 
families with step-children

Stepfamities are buitt on loss-- the 
loss of a parent either through 
death or divorce. 

In blending together different 
lives and lifestyles, more than 25 
million Americans each day are 
coping with very real problems 
revolving around self-doubt, 
discipline, finances, custody rights, 
lack of privacy, and expectations of 
instant love. The reality often goes 
deeper than the good humored 
fiction dished up through such 
shows as The Brady Bunch and 
Yours, Mine, and Ours. 

One organization which helps 
stepparents and children cope is 
Stepfamily Associates, based in 
Brookline with a recently formed 
branch in North Andover. The 
association sponsors workshops to 
help reduce isolation and loneliness 
and explore the pain and joy of 
stepfamily life. 

"It's hard to understand how very 
raw and intense the feelings are,” 
says the group's co-founder Judy 
Osborne. Judy and partner Rita 
Van Tassel are both stepmothers 
and professional therapists who 
know what stepparenting is all 
about. Osborne tells of feelings of 
anger, resentment, anxiety, 
jealousy, and depression which tend 
to surface as family members 


struggle to make a life together. In 
her own case, both she and Van 
Tassel talked through some of their 
own nagging feelings of anger right 
at the beginning. 

"We were so relieved just to be 
able to talk to someone else," she 
explains, adding that often it's 
easier to talk to a stranger in the 
same situation than it is to talk to a 
spouse. Both women also sought 
out literature on the subject and 
came up empty. This was the start 
of Stepfamily Associates. They 
decided then and there to reach out 
to other stepparents through a short 
term couple workshop. 

From that small effort, their 
organization grew to include 
workshops not only for couples, 
but for stepmothers and whole 
families as well. Over the years, 
they've worked with approximately 
500 couples. 

How do the group sessions work? 
Primarily, the small number of 
participants share their feelings and 
experiences and socialize with 
others in the same position. It's 
almost a relief to find someone else 
may be going through the same 
problems and to learn they are not 
alone. What also helps is 
bibliographies of available books 
and other literature on the subject 
passed out at the meetings.

"People who become part of a 
stepfamily usually go through a 
fantasy stage, where they expect too 
much, and a pretending stage,” 
says Osborne. Many people, she 
continues, get stuck in this last 
stage. 

“We try to assure them they can 
get to a place where their new 
family can feel safe and com- 
fortable. We tell them it's a gradual 
process and can't be rushed.” She 
explains they also try to convey that 
they are not alone and their 
problems are understandable and 
can be resolved. 

Osborne and Van Tassel have had 
“amazing response” to their efforts, 
not only in Massachusetts but in 
Rhode Island and New Hampshire 
as well. If a church or other local 
organization invites them into a 
community, Osborne says, they are 
more than willing to set up 
workshops for those who need their 
support. Participants pay a fee and, 
in return, are offered a feeling of 
closeness to others who are trying 
to work through the same 
problems. The’ workshops are 
open, not only to married couples, 
but to anyone in a relationship 
involving children.

May 1, 1928. That was the day the 
bank building opened in Wil- 
mington. It was a branch of the 
Mechanics Savings Bank of 
Reading, and of the Reading 
Cooperative Bank. The clerk was a 
young man named Joseph B 
McMahon. 

Of course a bank just doesn't 
‘open. Somebody has to do the work 
of planning, planning for quarters, 
and looking for deposits to come. 
That work had been done by the 
late Caleb-Harriman and the late 
George Griffith. They were 
responsible for the erection of a 
new brick building on Main Street. 
Today that building is the Quinn 
Building. 

Caleb Harriman owned and 
operated Harriman's Tannery, in 
North Wilmington, He was one of 
several persons responsible for the 
establishment of the Wilmington 
Water Department. Concrete was 
being poured on May 1 on Kelley's 
Hill for the standpipe which would 
be used by the Wilmington Water 
Department. 

George Griffith owned the Hiller 
Building next door and lived there. 
He was a forward-looking man who 
was occasionally derided for his 
views. 

George wanted to make a new 
road, to bypass the crossroad that is 
today called Wilmington Square. 
The new road would start where 
the Fred Cain garage is today, and 
would again join the Main Street 
where the Wilmington Shopping 
Plaza is today. 

That was his idea of solving the 
coming traffic problem of Wil- 
mington. The Wilmington Planning 
Board agreed with him, and 
published a report saying so--but 
no one listened. 

George bought up some options 
for the proposed bypass, according 
to the story later told, but nothing 
happened. Today, about 59 years 
later Wilmington officials are to

meet in a month or so to talk over 
the problem with engineers from 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works. 

George Griffith wanted one way 
traffic south, past Hudson's Comer, 
and one way traffic north, for the 
new road he was proposing 
Hudson's Corner was the corner of 
Main Steet and Church Sureet. 

He was a little ahead of his time. 

It was Caleb and George who 
were responsible for erecting the 
new bank building 

H. Raymond Johnson of Reading 
was the treasurer of the Mechanics 
Savings Bank, and of the Reading 
Cooperative Bank. It was he and Jo- 
seph B. McMahon who opened. the 
bank on May 1, 1928. They were in 
the building a half hour be- fore 
the bank opened. Outside a half 
dozen young people were waiting. 

Neither man realized it, but those 
young people were vying for the 
first passbook, when the doors 
opened at 9 a.m. That passbook 
went to Lloyd C. Laffin, a young 
man whdse father was the town 
blacksmith, up at Perry's Comer, 
today simply the corner of Woburn 
Street and Lowell Street. 

Behind Laffin was a young lady 
who had tears in her eyes. She was 
the daughter of the Town Clerk, 
Ralph Currier. She had been 


hoping for the first account. It was 
a crushing blow! 

The first few months were 
anxious ones for Harriman and Joe 
McMahon. It had been Harriman's 
decision to locate the bank on Main 


Street. Harriman spent much of his 
time with McMahon. 

"If only we could get $500 
thousand in deposits" he would tell 
Joe. "God, would I be happy!" 

They did reach that sum, but it 
took a while. Meanwhile the Wil- 
mington Water Department had 
reached the point where customers 
were being supplied with water, 
and there had to be a collection 
agency to serve those customers. 

‘The new bank was the place, The 
water commissioners met in the 
bank every Saturday night, and 
went over accounts. 

Joe McMalion remembered the 
first bill he made out for the Water 
Department. It was to the Harriman 
Tannery. 

Next summer the bank became 
the collection agency for the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment. Thus there were four offices 
under one roof, being attended to 
by one man, Joseph B. McMahon. 

It was in the summer of 1929 that 
the first clerk was hired, Roland 
Deming lived with his father on 
Federal Street. He worked in the 
bank for six years when he left to 
g0 to work for Monsanto. 

Roland was replaced by a man 
named Charles Hubbard, who lived 
on Church Street, at the corner of 
Clark Street. Mr. Hubbard had 
been out of work and was happy to 
get work near home. 

He stayed at the bank for many 
years. There are probably quite a 
few people who can recall him 
today, and fondly!

Fishing, being such an ancient and 
honorable pursuit, is surrounded 
by all manner of superstitious 
behavior, Love, pregnancy and the 
weather are also quite ancient and, 
by way of example, are likewise 
surrounded by mysticism and 
folklore. 

However, the ways of attracting 
good luck while fishing are much 
more fun than," say, determining 
whether she'll have a girl or a boy. 
And since it's ice fishing season, 
let's stick to the sure-fire ways of 
attracting fish during winter... 

Dance around the hole -- Odd 
as it may seem, this behavior is 
becoming more popular with each 
passing year. Every tournament 
I've entered this year, in fact, hed 
some ninny hopping around on one 
foot and chanting like a Souix 
Medicine Man, (Sometimes it was 
me. Ahem.) 

Leave the perimeter -- A 
watched pot never boils and, 
likewise, a watched ice fishing 
tip-up never springs. There's 
nothing like a stroll to v a 
fishing neighbor to guarantee 
immediate action. But it's very bad 
luck if the game warden finds your 
unattented tip-ups. Be careful, 

Spit in your hat -- This trick is 
best saved for the coldest day 
possible. That way you can roll the 
frozen drip around your hat and 
toss it back out. On warm days, 
however, this trick is best done 
only once, 

Apologize to the first fish 
you catch -- Fish have guardian 
angels too, you know. This trick is 
best done in isolated areas of the 
lake, lest someone copy your 
attempt and make the fish think yoy 
don't mean what you say. 

Offer the fish some of your 
beverage -- Coffee is marginal 
and beer is so-so, but peppermint 
schnapps is the all-around best for 
most species of fish. If nothing 
happens immediately, simply pour 
some more into the hole. (It takes a 
lot of schnapps for the lake to reach 
a suitable alcohol level.) For the 
best luck possible, always use 
somebody else's bottle, but don't let 
them see you -- it ruins the luck. 

Drink from your minnow 
bucket -- This trick sometimes 
works, but only the truly hard-core 
icefisherperson will even attempt 
it. Also, itis not necessary to gulp 
down a shiner while performing 
this maneuver, since most fish have 
difficulty seeing through a foot of 
ice. However, if you want to keep 
the fish from becoming nervous 
about your offering, this is the best 
way to prove that you mean them 
no harm, 


Save your first succesful 
shiner -- Most fish caught are too 
excited to swallow their dinner, 
especially when they have a hook in 
the mouth, and they usually 
disgorge the clobbered shiner near 
the surface, Don't waste it! That's a 
lucky shiner! Put it in your pocket 
and keep it there as long as possible. 
The longer you keep it, the better 
the luck. Months should do. 

That should do it. If you still can't 
catch fish using these basic luck- 
producing manuevers, there must 
be something wrong with you. 

Stay home next time.

Illegal signs ordered out 


Nawn said. All aspects of Section 
14, the zoning by-laws dealing with 
signs, will be strictly enforced, he 
said. 

One portion of the by-law, 
specifically section 14.5.2, states 
that no sign shall be illuminated 
between midnight and 6 a.m. unless 
the premises on which it stands is 
open for business. An early 
morning drive along Main Street 
last week revealed that many 
electric signs are left on all night, in 
violation of the by-law. 

Applications must be filed with 
the Sign Officer for any new or 
enjarged sign, according to the 
by-law, and Nawn mentioned that 
the registration requirement is 
often disregarded. The by-law also 
states that signs with flashing lights 
or moving parts must meet with 
approval by the selectmen. 

Nawn fired the opening shot in 
the clean-up campaign recently by 
posting a paid advertisement in the 
Tewksbury Town Crier. The ad 
stated that “flagrant violations” had 
come to his attention, and that "all 
illegal and portable signs must be 
removed immediately." The ad 
stated that legal action would result

George Nawn, the Tewksbury 
Building Inspector, is about to 
create a stir among businesses in 
town, with the backing of the Board 
of Selectmen. 

Nawn, who also wears the hat of 
"Sign Officer," has called for a 
campaign to strictly enforce the 
town by-laws dealing with signs. 

"Every sign on Main Street that's 
in violation will come down,” 
Nawn promised. 

Temporary or “portable” signs, 
now in widespread use, will be the 
first to go, Nawn said. A drive 
down Main Street (Route 38) 
recently revealed at least 18 of the 
metal and plastic signs in use along 
the town's busiest street. 

The Board of Selectmen last week 
agreed to Nawn's decision. 

“We have to take a stand,” said 
Selectman Paul Sullivan, stating 
that some businesses may complain 
that their signs have been in place 
for so long that they should be 
exempted. 

“You don't mind a guy putting up 
(a portable sign) when he first goes 
into business," Nawn said, "but 
some of them have been up two, 


Nawn said he expects the sign 
clean-up campaign to take about a 
year to complete. 

Warning has been given, Nawn 
said, the violations are being listed, 
and the court has been told to 
expect some added business.

A busy night at the 
‘Wilmington Town Hall 


Wilmington Town Hall was a 
little busier last night, February 10, 
then it usually is on a Tuesday 
evening. 

The Finance Committee was 
meeting with Tony Accardi of the 
School Committee, over on the east 
side. There were no spectators, 
which was not unusual. 

On the west side the planning 
board and the board of appeals had 
plenty of visitors. About 30 were 
waiting outside their respective 
rooms, while others talked with the 
two boards. 

The planning board talked with a 
Ray Burns of Rochester, N.Y., for 
half an hour. He represents a 
company which makes topographic 
maps. The planning board wants a 
topographic map of Wilmington 
with two foot contours, the better 
to understand some of the problems 
with which they are sometimes 
faced, One hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars was approved by 
the town meeting for such a survey. 

There was also a talk with Tom 
Bachini of Danvers, with an office 
in Woburn, and Ronald Peterson 
about a proposal for a moteV/hotel 
in Wilmington. Peterson 
represented Woodfin Associates of 
Kansas, who are entertaining the 
idea of a motel on West Steet, at one 
of several sites. 

Embassy Suites, as the motel is 
termed, is made to be residential in 
apearance. Ten have been built so 
far, in the United States. They can 
have from 88 to 200 rooms, with a 
cafe for breakfast - the only meal 
that is served. There will be a 
library, a guest business center, and 
guest meeting rooms, upstairs. All 
food functions as in other motels 
customers are usually advised to 
use the local restaurants. 

Peterson had been looking at sites 
on West Street, near Lowell Steet. 
He wanted four and a-half to five 
acres. He had noticed a nice 
farmhouse, on West Steet, which he 
thought attractive, and further on 
the Casa di Fiore site. 

Bachini, who was advising 
Peterson, is a person who seems to 
know of the development problems 
faced by firms that seek 
Wilmington property. Without 
referring to notes he cited many 
instances, hoth current and.in the 
past, of development problems. 

The planning board advised on 

the meanings of the bylaws 
governing zoning that would be 
needed. 
The planning board had two 
sessions with residents concerned 
with real estate developments. Two 
men from Middlesex Pines were 
present, along with a four-year-old 
girl, who, they say was their legal 
Secretary. They were updated on 
the progress of Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike, the engineering firm 
who has been hired to be the town 
consultant. 

About eight persons had a 
conference with the planning board 
about the houselots owned by J. 
Tighe near the cranberry bog on 
Shawsheen Avenue. It was not a 
short meeting. 

Mr. Tighe, they were told, is 
conforming with the law, and his 
new houselots do not need to have 
submission of sub-division plans. 
‘The one lot plan that was on exhibit 
was for a 20,000 square foot lot on 
Shawsheen Avenue, which fully 
‘complied with the law. 

‘The lot is on what was formerly 
Eames land, easterly of the 
cranberry bog. 

One lady asked if the Webber 
House (on Main Street) could 
possibly be moved to the area. 
Carole Hamilton, who was chairing 
the meeting assured the lady that it 
would not happen, and quoted the 
Town Crier. 

(It would be an interesting event, 
in one sense. The Eames far mwas 
the Revolutionary War farm of 
Captain (and Deacon) Timothy 
Walker, he who commanded the 
Wilmington Militia on their march 
to Concord on April 19, 1775. The 
Webber House was constructed by 
his great-grandfather, the second 
Deacon Samuel Walker. Somebody 
could make a real life story out of 
such an event. Ed.) 

The Board of Appeals had five 
cases, all of which were heard. 

The PGA Realty, of North 


Wilmington, which has a large 
building on Upton Drive, once a 
skating area, asked for a parking 
variance. The building discussed is 
now being used by a firm 
(Marshall Industries) of electrical 
distributors, with a projected 
number of 152 employees. 

Many of those employees will be 
sales representatives, the board was 
told, who will spend very little time 
at the Upton Drive address. PGA 
asked for 223 parking spaces, 
instead of the required 265. 

Robert Cheney was granted 
permission to erect a home on 
Cheney Avenue, on a lot of 14,400 
square feet, a lot that has existed for 
many years. The “Webber 
Amendment” was the basis of the 
decision, that being an amendment 
to the bylaw when it was voted 
about 30 years ago, in which 
houselots which were legal 
according to the 1934 law would be 
legal under the new bylaw. 

Raymond Lepore had many 
neighbors present when he argued 
his appeal. There is a barn on the 
property from which he works, 
which was used by his father before 
him, and has been in existance for 
54 years, owned by the family. 

Lepore wants to put on a new flat 
roof, and otherwise renovate the 
barn, so he can park two trucks 
inside. The barn, on the same 
property, is located at 66 Adams 
Street. 

The arguments were complicated 
by the fact that there is another 
street (or right of way or 
something) called Haggerty Circle. 
Six or eight persons participated in 
the discussion. The appeal was 
granted.

The Ohio Street hearing, before 
the Board of Appeals, was an 
Official Map Hearing. Wilmington 
is one of the few towns in the 
Commonwealth which has voted 
for an Official Map, which 
eradicates streets which were never 
built, and on which no one live. 

Developer Dick Stuart presented 
the case, which involved only Ohio 
Street, and not the houselots facing 
the street. Ohio Street dates back to 
1907. It was one of a number of 
streets laid out at that time, off 
Nichols Street. This particular 
street is parallel to the railroad, and 
joins Nichols Street near the 
railroad bridge. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald had 
to several times remind those who 
were discussing the proposal that 
the hearing did not involve 
houselots: Much of the opposition 
came from Conrad Lundgren of 
New Hampshire Road. 

Lundgren lives near the proposed 
development, and to get to his home 
has to cross three of the proposed 
houselots. 

He had hired engineers, he told 
the board, "to work on it" (the 
appeal). The proposal by the 
proponent (Stuart) he said, “did not 
follow the plan.” 

MacDonald told him that he was 
the only one to have the problem, 
and the board would give him two 
weeks, in which they would not 
issue a decision, to present his case. 

Part of the arguments came from 
measurements which had been 
made of Wilmington assessor's 
maps. MacDonald told the hearing 
that it should "forget the assessor's 
maps.” "They are not fair in 
determining distances!" 

Lundgren also charged that he 
"maintained adverse possession" of 
the area in the three lots which 
were crossed by the road to his 
home, 

MacDonald suggested that he go 
back to his attorneys, and "not 
bring it up here tonight." Dick 
Stuart showed, on a map, a 
roadway to Lundgren's house from 
Ohio Road. 

MacDonald finally finished the 
discussion by saying the appeals 
board was taking the case under 
advisement, and, to Lundgren: "See 
you here at 7 p.m. on February 24. 
The ball is in your court.”

He 
says, “Boats are made up of 
many small pieces. The finished 
product is impressive to the 
builder, and even more im- 
portant, to the real world which 
looks at the boat as a major 
accomplishment in skill and 
physical achievement. 

“Any activity that causes 
people to look at the person and 
not at the handicap is especially 
rewarding. Typically, these 
days, when my wife and I gotoa 
restaurant, for example, the 
waitress will very pleasantly 
ask her for her order, and then 
ask her what I would like,” he 
says. “Even the most well- 
intentioned people tend to put 
the handicapped in a slot — as 
physically, mentally and 
morally incompetent. Boat- 
building opens up a new world 
to the handicapped — creating 
new dimensions in their 
rehabilitation and integration 
into an active outdoor sport 
which everyone enjoys."’ 

Freeman's courses, 
“Beginner's Boatbuilding and 
Repair" and “Boatbuilding for 
the Handicapped,"’ have 
become very popular because 
they offer a low-cost, simple 
option to people who might 
ordinarily think owning a boat 
beyond them, for economic or 
physical reasons. The begin- 
ner’s course, geared to families, 
teens and senior citizens, offers 
the possibility of building a 
lightweight canoe, kayak, 
sailboat or shell for under $20. 
“Boatbuilding for the Han- 
dicapped”’ is recommended for 
therapists and rehabilitation 
professionals looking to add 
new dimensions to their

Boatbuilding lends itself 
directly to several areas of 


occupational therapy and 
physical or mental 
rehabilitation. “The major 


difference between this and 
other craft therapy,” says 
Freeman, “is the magnitude of 
the final project and the 
satisfaction it inspires in an 
individual or team. Building 
and then launching a boat can 
help develop motor skills like 
finger dexterity. Dreams of new 
fields to conquer — or oceans to 
cross — go a long way toward 
removing self-imposed 
psychological barriers."* 

Such descriptions, and the 
sense of humor from which they 
stem, attract students to 
Middlesex Community College 
from as far as New Hampshire, 
Lunenberg and Medway, as 
well as Burlington, North 
Reading, Reading, Tewksbury, 
Winchester, Woburn, etc. The 
course content fits perfectly 
into the philosophy that, given a 


worthwhile project and the 
“general spirit of good 
fellowship it fosters," the 


handicapped can fit perfectly 
into the real world: “Beginner's 
Boatbuilding’ and “Boat 
building for the Handicapped" 
may be advertised separately, 
but they are offered at the same 
time in the same place — and no 
one has ever complained. The 
course has attracted the at 
tention of college instructors in 
Illinois, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New York, South 
Carolina and Texas. Inquiries 
from potential sailors also 
arrive daily by mail or phone.

But when the phone rings in 
the Freeman house, the call is 
just likely to be from a 
drycleaner with a problem. The 
first person in New England to 
open a licensed school of 
drycleaning and the inventor of 
a process to prevent wedding 
gowns from discoloring with 
age, Freeman is recognized by 
members of the drycleaning 
industry throughout the country 
as a technical expert. His other 
interests include writing for 
drycleaning, sports and boating 
publications “about fin keels 
long before they became so 
important to the America’s Cup 
race’; land-sailing, solar 
energy; photography, etc. He 
holds a helmsman's rating from 
the MDC and has taught sailing. 

Freeman was a member of 
the Stoneham Safety Com- 
mittee ‘‘before school busses or 
crossing guards”; Council of 
Churches; and Community 
Concert organization. He is a 
former president of Temple 
Judea, woodworking instructor 
at the Stoneham Senior Center, 
member of Rotary in Wakefield 
and Malden, and a director of 
the Wakefield Y. His boat- 
building course was first taught 
at the Y where each student was 
able to test sail his or her boat — 
in the pool

prospective employer who 
observes or meets a_han- 
dicapped person while sailing, 
fishing or bird-watching is less 
likely to question that person's 
ability to get to a desk, bench or 
work station. Wheelchairs or 
crutches always get friendly 
attention when its users are 
identified as participants rather 
than spectators." 

Freeman has gone from total 
health to an iron lung to almost 
complete mobility and, with the 
years, to a cane, a handicapped 
license plate for the family car, 
and more recently a 
wheelchair. He's never really 
had the time to sit around and 
define what keeps him going. In 
fact, the closest he can come to 
a philosophy of life is the 
following: ‘Cooperate with the 
inevitable, accept things as they 
are, and keep moving."’ 

Move he does, and according 
to Lola, his wife of 44 years, 
even more so now that he’s 
retired. He has just published a 
book and is already writing 
more articles about boat- 
building; preparing his next 
eight-week course and 
packaging it for teachers across 
the country; and working with 
the Easter Seals Foundation in 
its study of post-polio- 
syndrome. He also swims 
almost every day 

In Freeman's world, there is 
no such condition as ‘“han- 
dicapped" or “retired.” His 
energy continues to be an in- 
spiration to the “disabled” and 
to the ‘‘able,”’ in his community 
and imhis family. Believe me, I 
know — Zu Freeman is my 
father.

SINCE WE’RE on the subject 
of weather, I'd like to share a 
funny experience that happened 
to me the other morning. Well, 
it’s funny now, but it wasn’t too 
funny when it happened. It was 
the morning after: one of the last 
big snow storms we had. I'd got- 
ten home late, during the wee 
hours of the morning actually, 
from visiting with friends. If you 
recall, it warmed up enough 
during the evening hours that 
much of the precipitation had 
switched over to rain, and a 
considerable amount of the 
snow had melted away by morn- 
ing, atleast on the main roads. 

I decided to clear off my back 
steps as soon as I arrived home, 
figuring a cold front predicted 
for the following day might 
result in any leftover snow 
freezing up to the point where 
I'd need a bulldozer to remove 
it. The next day, I got up to what 
I'd expected: frigid cold and a 
lot of ice. I was happy that I'd 
cleared away the snow from my 
back steps. Whatever snow that 
had remained at the tail end of 
the storm was of the heavy, wet 
variety, the kind that when it 
does freeze up seems to stick 
around for weeks, even long 
after the sun hits it. I bundled 
myself up to go outside to clear 
off whatever snow remained on 
my car from the night before. 
Without using caution, I stepped 
out my back door and onto the 
steps. I no sooner had my right 
foot down when I knew I'd made 
a mistake. Enough moisture had 
reformed on the steps to create 
a solid patch of ice, which I pro- 
ceeded to slip on. I landed on my 
derriere with a tremendous thud 
and then slid down three steps to 
the ground. 

Talk about feeling like a fool! 
I've lived in New England all 
my life, and I was still learning 
lessons about our winters. The 
first thing that struck me was 
whether I'd broken any bones. I 
wiggled myself around in the 
snow for a moment, expecting to 
find something awry with my 
back or arms or legs. Miracu- 
lously, everything seemed in 
tack. I was, however, in a lot of 
pain in the area of my back seat 
I attempted to upright myself, 
but could get only to my knees. I 
had to pause and wait till my 
wind returned. 

Then I realized something: I 
live on Main Street, and these 
cars were passing by. I'm sure 
they wondered what in blazes I 
was doing in a prayer position 
on the ground in front of my 
back door. I felt the need to 
crawl under a snow bank to 
avoid embarrassment. Finally, 
I was able to get on my feet 
again. My first stab at walking 
was less than athletic-appear- 
ing. I must have looked like a 
very old man trying to negotiate 
my way to my car, because I 
sure as heck felt like one. I 
managed to get the car cleaned 
off, then I went back indoors 
‘The first thing I did inside was 
remove my clothes and poise 
myself with my rear end toward 
a full-length mirror.

WRC paper drive Feb. 21, 22 


The Wakefield Recycling 
Committee (WRC) and its 
cosponsors would like to thank 
citizens from the Middlesex 
East area who participated in 
the paper drive on Saturday and 
Sunday, January 17 and 18, 

January is traditionally the 
worst month of the year to hold a 
paper drive; the weather for 
this drive was bitter cold, with 
snow on Sunday afternoon. The 
WRC didn't expect to collect 
much paper, but when the trail- 
ers were weighed, the WRC had 
done surprisingly well: 44.43 
tons of newspapers, magazines, 
phone books, and computer 
paper. This paper sold for 
$567.81, saved $910.37 in dump- 
ing fees at RESCO, and kept 755 
trees from the pulp mills. 

The WRC has a paper drive on 
the third week of every 
month, and have been doing so 
since March of 1984. In 35 con- 
secutive drives the WRC has 
collected 1,767 tons of paper; 
sold it for $24,546.33; saved 
$35,308.74 in dumping fees at 
RESCO; and kept 30,026 trees 
from the paper mill.

ANSWER: If you are a U.S.

if you haven't claimed it in the 
past 30 days. That increases to 
$800 if you are returning from 
the U.S. Virgin Islands or any of 
the other insular possessions

Bank card holders encouraged to find low rates 


Praising Illinois State Trea 
surer Jerry Cosentino’s 
dramatic decision to withdraw 
$250 million in state deposits 
from a bank which refused to 
lower its interest rate on credit 
ecard accounts, Bankcard 
Holders of America Director 
Elgie Holstein called on state 
treasurers in the 49 other states 
to follow Illinois’ example. 

“State Treasurer Cosentino 
has sent a message to the banks 
that they can no longer get away 
with ‘bank robbery,’"’ said Hols- 
tein, director of the 130,000 
member credit card consumer 
organization. “His dramatic ac 
tion is the most direct way 
public officials can protect their 
states’ consumers by hitting the 
banks in their bank accounts — 
right where they've been hitting 


consumers with outrageous 
credit card interest rates." The 
First National Bank of Chicago 
continues to charge 19.8% inter- 
est on credit card balances, 
while the bank's cost of money 
has dropped by 50% over the last 
Syears to just 6% 

Holstein urged consumers to 
support efforts by their state 
treasurers and other officials to 
remove funds from banks 
charging unfair rates. He ad- 
vised consumers to: 

1) Take their personal credit 
card accounts elsewhere, using 
BHA's Fair Deal Bank List 
featuring 40 banks issuing 
MasterCard and Visa cards at 
rates from just 10.5% to 16.5% 
(This list is available from BHA 
for just $1, postage and han- 
dling, at 333 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, SE, Washington, D.C.

In Massachusetts trash- 
shipping fees are escalating 
rapidly. 

The cost of transporting one 
ton of trash is now more than 
$55, according to most recent 
Statistics and some of the 
commonwealth’s trash is being 
hauled as far away as the for- 
mer province of Maine. 

Middlesex County — densely 
settled in this area and con- 
tinuing to grow in population -- 
is no exception. Yet a small 
army of locals, uncoordinated 
and generally unknown to each 
other, are contributing, in very 
small ways, their best efforts to 
alleviate the problem, by 
removing unintentionally or 
otherwise, bits and pieces from 
local dumpsters. 

Call them legion, in fact, for 
they are many, and -- in most 
cases — reluctant to be iden- 
tified. 

But they deserve credit 
nonetheless, for they have 


helped ease by tiny amounts the 
volume of trash to be hauled 
away, by municipalities and 
private contractors. The results

miniscule in terms of reduction 
of the total trash burden, have 


helped. 

With the demise of the twice- 
yearly large trash pickups in 
most local communities, 
dumpster-picking has come a 
little more to the fore. In 
suburbia, professional dump- 
ster-pickers might be con- 
sidered a sort of “bag-people on 
wheels.” Yet though dumpsters 
sometimes may supply useful 
items, they also pose minor and 
major dangers. 

In most of the following cases, 
names have been changed to 
protect the guilty. 

We'll start with the mildest, 
the case of a woman with the 
courage of her convictions — to 
reveal her son’s activities in his 


dumpster affair. Stoneham 
organist and choir director 
Carol Olson implied that 


quadrangle panty raids may 
have yielded in popularity (and 
results) to off-campus donut 
raids at her son's college. 

The college, whose students 
are probably not unique in this 
extra-curricular activity, 
deserves anonymity, and 
though the Stoneham musician 
wondered at the fastidiousness

of any students’ being willing to 
pick through dumpsters for day- 
old danish or cruller, she 
reports her son graduated and 
is in thriving health in a neigh- 
boring state. 

Oddly, a disproportionate 
number of dumpster stories 
emerged from the town of 
Wakefield. One man — we'll call 
him Rick — reported he had 
misplaced his apartment key 
late one night. Not wanting to 
disturb his family across town, 
who had spare keys, he decided 
to sleep in a nearby dumpster. 

Forming a comfortable nest 
among the clean paper trash, he 
settled in, warm and cozy, and 
dropped right off 

He awoke several hours later 
to a loud mechanical groan. To 
his horror, he realized his 
dumpster was tilting forward, 
carrying him and his paper nest 
towards a grim steel mouth full 
of blunt no-nonsense teeth. The 
mother dumpster (on wheels) 
had arrived to gather her 
burden. 

Rick's cry of terror was so 
heartfelt and deep-throated it 
carried to the ears of the 
driver's assistant. The machine 
stopped - and as Rick leaped 
from his potential coffin almost 
into the arms of the assistant, 
he said, he was not sure whose 
horror or relief was the greater. 

Another Wakefield man — who 
has a standing arrangement 
with his sister-in-law to play her 
birthday number in the weekly 
lottery -- didn’t notice the week 
her number had won. When he 
got the message he realized he 
had thrown the winning ticket 


into a local gas station's 
dumpster. 
Though not a dumpster 


devotee, “Alan” opined that a 
gas station dumpster has to be 
the worst possible for picking 
through. He said he and his 
nephew spent three hours with a 
flashlight, crawling, standing 
and even sitting in black motor 
oil and grease to retrieve the 
winning ticket. The problem 
was compounded by the fact 
that he had thrown several 
other tickets with the same 
number but earlier dates, into 
the same dumpster. 
Perseverance paid with 
success and the winning ticket 
“greasy, crumpled, filthy and 
oil-stained,"” but worth $2400, 
was found. Alan had to throw 
away his jeans, his sister-in-law 
reported - but she bought him a 
new pair with the proceeds. 
Every story yields another, 
and in hearing the details from 
Alan's sister-in-law, her 
husband recalled hearsay tales 
from his army days that the 


dumpsters on the base where he 
was stationed were notorious 
for occasional trysts between 
WAFs and enlisted men who 
had no other place for privacy. 
Presumably, he said, they 
used the administrative office 
dumpsters — not the ones out- 


side the mess hall. 
Returning to the local scene — 
area firefighters frequently 


have to deal with dumpster 
fires. One Woburn fireman 
reported he was with the engine 
which responded to a dumpster 
fire: 

“We knocked the fire down 
and were ‘overhauling,’ that is, 


Tulip tips 


In the past, about the earliest 
cut tulips were on the market 
was Valentine's Day, with the 
greatest supply available during 
their natural flowering period in 
April and May. This is no longer 
the case, as new forcing tech- 
niques provide us with the op- 
portunity to enjoy these lovely 
spring flowers as early as 
December. 

The enjoyment period of cut 
tulips can be increased by fol- 
lowing a few simple care sug- 
gestions from the Netherlands 
Flower Bulb Information 
Center: 

1, When taking your tulips 
home, do not leave them in the 
hot sun in the car, or let them 
become frozen. 

2. Cut the white bottom part of 
the stem off using a sharp knife. 

3. Roll tulips in paper and put 
them in cold water that has cut 
flower nutrient added. Let them 
sit for one hour. This insures 
that the stems harden off nice 
and straight. 

4. Repeat step three if your 
tulips begin to drop their heads. 

5. Always put cut flowers in a 
clean vase, and make sure the 
water is changed often to avoid 
bacteria build-up. 

6. Always use a cut flower 
nutrient in the amount recom: 
mended on the package. 

7. Tulips will grow in the vase, 
therefore place them quite deep 
in the vase, and cut them again 
if necessary 

8. Keep tulips in a cool place 
overnight. 

9. Tulips can be put with other 
cut flowers, however if narcissi 
are used, do not cut their stems 
as they produce a slime that wiil 
hinder the vase life of the tulips. 
Five drops of chloride per liter 
of water can be used to neutral- 
ize this slime, or a cut flower 
nutrient especially for the 
tulip/narcissi combination can 
beused.

pulling apart the debris and 
soaking hot spots. Essentially 
we flooded the thing. I was 
standing on top of it with a hook 
and when I tried to pull a chunk 
of smoldering stuff apart it 
rolled and pulled me into the 
dumpster. 

1 was un- 
scathed by the experience -- but 
avoided all dumpster fires after 
that —I wonder why! ”” 

Finally, in all fairness, I 


should report that the spark for 
this story emerged from the 
writer's own experience. In 
need of a cardboard box, I spied 
a likely candidate in a local 
dumpster (which asked not to 
be identified) 

Hauling myself onto the 
dumpster’s lip, I was nearly 
standing-height on the edge 
when my left foot slipped and I 
fell with heavy emphasis, my

I managed to pull myself out 
of the beast, suffered the ex- 
tended pain and lingering fears 
of ruptured spleen, hernia, 
burst appendix, broken ribs (all 
groundless, it turned out). But, 
once recovered, determined to 
get something for my effort and 
pain ~ and afraid I might 
develop an unconquerable fear 
of dumpsters, I mounted once 
again and snatched the box -- 
whose drenched bottom fell 
apart.
